Former nited 

States senators, all of the superior conft 
judges and solicitors general were elected by 
the general assembly; all insurance, banking, 

railroad, canal, telephone and telegraph 
*companies were granted charters by the 
general assembly, but all these have been 
withdrawn from the general assembly, the 
people elect the United States senators, 
judges and solicitors g@neral; other depart- 
ments handle the other matters. Al! local 
legislation should be withdrawn from the 
legislature and let municipalities and coun- 
ties handle their local affairs. Members 
of the general assembly should mot be elect- 
ed on local issues. 

How does the Georgia legislature stand’ 
on this amendment? ‘Lhirty-cight (38) sen- 
ators signed the bill and ferty-one (41) 
voted for it, and only five (5) voted against 
it. The house of representatives voted, 
after a thorvugh discussion for several days, 
vne bundred fifty-two (152) for the bill and 
forty-three (43) against it. These figures 
shuw how the 1923-1U24 general assembly 
stood, 

The @egisiature of 1921-1922 voted on this 
question, but it did pot then pass by the 
requishe two-thirds vote of the entire mem- 
bership of beth houses. While the house 
voted one hundred forty-two (142) for the 
bill and thirty-eight (38) against it, the 
senate did not put the bill on its passage 
in time to get a vote. 

Forty-two states of 
have biennial sessions. Alabama has quad- 
| rennial sessions. The general assembly of 
| South Carolina: voted this year as did Geor- 
gia, recommending biennial sessions. No 
doubt Georgia and South Carolina will ratify 
the proposed amendment. 
| I wrote some thirty-five governors to 
| know whether or not biennial sessions were 
satisfactory. Practically every governor 
replied promptly that they were much pre- 
ferable to annual sessions. Several of the 
governors said that there was a strong sen- 
timent toward quadrennial sessions. The 
governors of Georgia tor several years have 
pleaded for the passage of this bill. Gov- 
ernors Dorsey, Hardwick and Walker have 
favored and recommended the passage of 
thia constitutionat amendment. The great 
majcrity of the men who have studied this 
subject. including governors, members of 
the ceneral assembly and tax payers are 
convinced that the annual sessions are wn- 
necessary: they cause too frequent changes 
in the law, the enactment of too many new 
laws, spend too much time and money, 
create too many offices, and make too many 
appropriations. 

The general assemvry unas for yeirs lev- 
ied taxes and made appropriations to cover 
revenue thus raised fur biennial periods. 

The budget bill of 1922 (Act of 1922, page 
128), specifically provides thut the budget 
1 commission shall report to the reguiar ses- 
sion of the geteral assembly the estimated 
revenue and appropriations for the next 
biennial period; that is, the next two years. 
The 1925 legislature will levy = sufficient 
tax burdens and appropriate for two years. 
There will be no necessity for the recular 
meeting of the general assembly in 1926. 

Annual sessions of the general assembly 
are very expensive. Each session actually 
costs about $125,000. Fifty-one (51) sen- 
ators and two hundred and six (206) mem- 
bers of the house, together with a large 
number of the employees, could well afford 
to remain at their respective places of 
business every other year, The annual ses- 
sion disturbs business. 

Annual sessions retard industrial prog- 
ress and development of our state on ac- 
count of the uncertafnty of and the fre- 
quent changes in the laws of the state. I 
believe the press of the. state favors this 
law. I trust that the preas, both daily and 
weekly, will give due publicity to the facts 
in favor of this bill. 

It seems to me that it would he nnhe- 
coming for any tax paver or business man 
| in Georgia to criticise the legislature here- 
after on account of its expenses and in- 
creased taxes, if such party fails to go 
to the polls and vote for this amendment. 
Every yoter in the state has an opportu- 
nity in November to yote for this law or 
against it.

Mr. Bigelow, in his letter, states 
that the report that “89,000 child 
workers between the ages of ten and 
15, most of whom are employed in cot- 
ton mills,” whieh he usgd in an edi- 
torial in regard to child labor in Geor- 
“gia, were taken bedily from a New 

ork morning newspaper. 

“I was very much. distressed,” he 
writes, “when I learned’ that they 


could not be verified; that, as a mat- | 


fer of fact, they were grossly exaz- 
gerated over the figures that even 
‘the most rabid anti-child labor work- 
f@rs would ever put out. Needless to 
bay, therefore, the figures as publish- 
ed will be retracted.” 

Commissioner Stanley also stated 
that complete investigation and com- 
parison of statistics on child Jabor con- 
ditions in Georgia, as compared to oth- 
er states, had been made and he was 
able to officially refute the statement 
made by Esther Lee Rider, ehild labor 
4nspector for Alabama, that many 
Alabama children daily “crossed the 
Chattahoochee” to labor for long hours 
in Georgia. The children referred to. 
he said, were affeut 75 who crossed 
from Alabama to Columbus, Ga.. every 
day to attend Columbus schools. 

Latest available statistics. said Mr. 
Stanley, show that 9.6 per cent of all 
children in Alabama under 14 years 
of age are engaged in gainful occu- 
pations, while in Georgia the percen- 
tage is only 7.6. 

“If the good lady shed tears over 
the conditions in Georgia,” said Mr. 
Stanley, “they should have been much 
more copious with reference to con- 
ditions in her own state. Take 
figure ten to 15 years of ace, as 
other example, and it is shown 
20.8 per cent of the children living in 
Georgia are enzaged in gainful oecn- | 
pations, while in Alabama “4.1 per, 
cent are so employed.

Annual interest requirements are being earned comfortably more than 
three times. There is every reason to expect continued prosperity on 
the part of the American Power and Light Company. It probably will 
go on indefinitely earning not only its fixed charges by good margins, 
but its preferred and common dividend requirements.

Yet the critics of the day did 
not so place him and, if the first 
judgment I made of him had _ been 
true, he never would have gotten the 
ehance that came to him of becoming 
One of the stars of a really great 
team. 

Regarding his failure to be picked 
for the All-American, please let me 
say that Fleming, Spiegel and Cruik- 
shank, three of his teammates, at- 
tained that honor.

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FOLWELL SHOWED 
USE OF PASS 


Back in 1913, before the big 
eastern football organizations had 
grasped fully the potentialities of 
forward passing, a team from a 
small Pennsylvania college invaded 
seaboard territory and spread the 
real gospel of how it should be 
done. 

The eleven was Washington and 
Jefferson’s and the man who 
equipped it with its remarkable 
formations was ” Robert C. Fol- 
well, some time star back for the 
University of Pennsylvania. 

Before that even. teams like 
Yale, Harvard and Princeton used 
either short or long passes, Wash- 
ington and Jefferson taught the 
art of mixing long ones and short 
ones in bewildering variations and 
even disregarded the rule orthodox 
at the time and made plays over 
center. 

“Have you seen Washington and 
Jefferson forward pass?’ was a 
byword in football circles after 
Folwell’s first success with the 
team in 1912, which brought invi- 
tations for games with Yale and 
Harvard. Folwell’s men beat the 
Bulldog two years in succession 
and lost to Harvard by only a 
single point. In 1914 critics rated 
W. & J. second only to Harvard. 

Bob Folwell played in the back- 
field at Pennsylvania from 1904 to 
1907 inclusive, .captaining’ the 
team in 1907. In 1908 he coached 
Pennsy; in 1909-10-11, Lafayette; 
in 1912-13-14-15, Washington and 
Jefferson; in 1916-17-18-19, Penn- 
sylvania again, and since then the 
navy.

Indicated End Run.

‘To counter the move, it drew its 
secondary defense close in, with only 
the safety man, Quarterback Scarr, 
left back. 

It was exactly what our fellows 
wished. Instead of an end run, they 
pulled a forward pass straight over 
center from Quarterback Goodwin to 
Heyman! 

Fred Heyman was perfect in every 
department of football. He not only 
would break up interference, but he 
would bring down the man carrying 
the ball. He was never boxed in any 
of his games. He had a quick ability 
to diagnose a play which enabled him 
to protect his own end of the line, 
give powerful aid to his tackle and, 
if necessary, get around to the other 
extremity of the defensive wall. In 
addition, he had to the full that cour- 
age which I once had suspected him 
lacking. 

But it was in handling and receiv- 
ing forward passes that I found him 
to be astoundingly adept. He had 
hauds of such exceptional size that 
he was able to catch the ball with one 
while he warded off tacklers with the 
other. He did this on so many oc- 
casions that [ concentrated on de- 
veloping him in the art. 

Used at Halfback. 

It was not until after the Harvard 
game-——our third of tne season—that 
he was definitely assigned to end. He 
played at halfback against the Crim- 
son. Because of is skill in disrupt- 
ing interference and at the same time 
bringing down the man with the ball 
I decided to transfer him. He justi- 
fied the change in the Yale game, 
when he not only played first-class 
football in every respect, but twice 
caught a pass with one hand and, 
thrusting off would-be iacklers with 
his free arm, placed the ball in a po- 
sition from which his teammates were 
able to score. 

The bewildering aerial attack which 
we had prepared for use against the 
heavy Rutgers aggregation _ relied 
largely upon Heyman, and well did 
the boy ‘bear his responsibility.

No player ever got a greater qvation 
than the crowd accorded Heyman 
after that play. He deserved it. He 
had won the game for ns, hecause 
Rutgers, rallying in the ¢losing min- 
utes, crossed our goa! line once more.

Woodrow Wilson Was Grid 


Mentor at Princeton in ’79

It has been my privilege to be as 
sociated with two different men in 
football both of whom became presi 
dents of the United States. In these 


autumn days when politice and foot- 


ball command the interest of the pub- 
le, perhaps, «a few reminiscences of 
these two presidents as football men 
may be pertinent. 

In the fall of 1S90 [I went out at 
Princeton to try for the footbaad team

Through the. generosity 
of one of the most public-spirited 
citizens of the city, a eounty-wide 
demonstrator will be available, to 
oversee the work of the other demon- 
strators wlio will be in actual charge 
of the tobacco fields planted by the 
farmers of the county. <A_ thorough 
system of demonstrators, who Wil 
train the farmers here in growing and 
handling this crop, will be organized 
hy the time the crop is ready to plant. 
That much certain. Although no 
definite action has been taken yet by 
the men in charge of this matter, they 
are going forward in their work. 

Market Studied. 

There also is much work 
done te assure Dublin of having a to- 
bacco market next year. There is no

“ “Why, the quarterly tax payments, 
of ecurse,’ he replied. ‘For they form 
such an appreciable part of my in- 
come. I spend most of my time set- 
ting up reserves for them.’” 

Here is a living example of the 
man of, more than a $100,000 an- 
nval salary—a great executive— 
Who is more worried about meeting 
his quarterly income tax exactions 
than the average wage earner is 
worried about his weekly grocery 
bill. He cannot contribute capital 
l to industry. He is what most of 
the really so-called rich men of to- 
day are—rich poor men. They are 
rich only in theory. They work for 
the government 

The income tax and the death 
tax, as written in the statutes to- 
day, have the great evil of favoring 
the spendthrift as compared‘ with 
the thrifty. If 2 man spends his en- 
tire principal and income he pays 
incowe taxes Only once and death 
taxes not at all. !f he saves most of 
his income he pays not only as 
much as the spendthrift but in ad- 
dition the property tax on what he 
has saved, and an additional income 
tax on the income derived from the 
savings, and then finally, when he 
has given up the ghost, his heirs 
surrenders the most of what he has 
left in estate and inheritance taxes. 

Says Mr. Atwood, in summing 
up his analysis: 


“In any case the classical, conven- 
tional idea held by economists and 
business men that the rich invest most 
of their incomes, is in need of radical 
revision. The investment process 
does take place, but it” is more re- 
stricted, limited and for a specifie pur- 
than commonly realized. The 
tendency is increasingly toward the 
purchase of tax-exempt securities, not 
only because of. the income and in- 
heritance taxes but because gifts and 
trust funds for wives and children are 
often composed of this type of invest- 
ment. The rich man invests his in- 
come; but directly or indirectly the 
government absorbs it.

Indications are that Mr. Davis will 
carry the state by a large majority 
despite the efforts of the Klan to 
lead votes away from him, just as 
in Oklahoma, and as now develops, 
in the old rock-ribbed democratic 
states of the southeast. 


MORE EVIDENCE. 

Writing from Indianapolis: under 
date of October 24, J. M. Kirk, of 
Kentucky, and a democratic voter 
of that state, has a signed state- 
mert in fhe New York Times of 
October 28, of which the fol- 
lowing is a part:

That is to 
say if roving, murd . - 
swilling bands of Finnish and Norse 
boat-rowers of the tribe of Rurik, 
who founded a sort of rule in Russia 


are the original Nordics. No lexicon 
or dictionary will explain the word 
Nordic, neither in Scandinavian, -Eng- 
lish, Dutch, German, Italian or any 
other language. No ethnological di- 
vision of mankind ever included that 
racial distinction. No _ scientific 
treatise ever mentioned that partic- 
ular race, a painstaking writer 
discovered. But from recent ref- 
erences to Nordics, one must come 
to the conclusion that the Nordic 1s 
indeed the original superman, the 
demi-god of antiquity come back to 
the 20th century. He is the salt of 
the earth. All the great movements 
in history have been headed by 
Nordics, we are told. No such move- 
ments as the renaissance of art and 
culture or the founding of schools or 
the carrying of the torch of learning, 
but such movements as the destruc- 
tion of Rome by the Goths and the 
vandals; the massacring, looting 
march of Attilla, the “scourge of 
God” across the European continent ; 
the depredations of the Visigoths in 
Spain. Those are the Nordic monu- 
ments in history. Some people would 
indeed lay claim to these semi- 
civilized barbarians ag their ancestors 
or perhaps spiritual ancestors, for 
no human being alive today can claim 
that his physical ancestors were ever 
in the conquering legions of these 
skin-clad warriors. ‘There are blue- 
eyed, blond Italians and Rumanians, 
there are even Russians with Latin 
faces, Germans with the heads of 
Gauls and Scotchmen with the fea- 
tures of Hebrews in this world. It’s 
impossible to discover where Nordic 


Germans are going to try, they an- 
nounce. The nationalists hate the so- 
called Mediterranean culture. Yet 
their own Rhineland, peopled by a 
predominantly Latin population. 
though speaking German, has for cen- 
turies been the center of true German 
culture, something distinct from the 
barbaric coldness of Prussian Berlin.

Winston Churchill is like the prod. | 
igal son returned to his father’s home. | 


The tories are falling over themselves 


to welcome him back in the conserv- 
ative fold. One writer in the United 
States even -wishes him well in his 
political campaign. Still, for the sake 
of the British people, it is to be hoped 
that Mr. Churchill is never again sad- 
dled with too much responsibility. 
During the first days of the war he 
conceived, as first lord of the admiral- 
ty, the relief expedition to. Antwerp, 
which did not accomplish a thing but 
burden the Belgian armies fighting 
for their lives. The British force 
promptly marched into Holland and 
stayed interned for the duration of 
the war. The next ambitious scheme 
of Mr. Churchill was to send the 
Anzacs into Gallipoli. After the zal- 
lant Antipodeans had lost in the 
neighborhood of 150,000 men “‘in that 
most senseless of enterprises,” the 
whole thing was called off. Mr. 
Churchill had changed his mind. His 
earlier record as war correspondent in 
South Africa shows that he was cap- 
tured by the Boers, but later broke his 
parole that he had given as “an offi- 
cer and a gentleman.” Mr. Churchill 
is an arch-imperialist, and if there is 
any responsibility resting on britain 
for the outbreak of the war which 
was preceded by years of armament 
rivalry and commercial competition,

Chihli alone covers nearly 
twice the area of the New England 
states and its population is more than 
one-fourth that of the entire United 
States,

chusetts of China; Tientsin is an up- 
river port where factories and ship- 
ping and western ways have ivunu a 
firm foothold. This city sends a 
large bulk of goods direct to Europe 
and the United States.

The easiest way to get rid of an 
opponent is to tag him with a name 
exp e of some popular prejudice, 
and thus ship him into the land of the 


enemy. This has been the method of 
political warfare most popular in our 
eurrent presidential campaign. La 
Follette is the “radicab,” Coolidge is 
a “reactionary” and Davis seems to 
be a political chameleon. who assumes, 
in the eyes of his enemies, the color 
which is most distasteful. He is a 
“conservative, or “progressive,” or, if 
neither of these tags is dangerous 
enough, he is shunted aside ns a “high. 
brow.” I object very much to the 
whole “tag” business, whether it be 
in the realm of political, social or re- 
ligious life. It is usually a substitute 
for thinking. Rather than the effort 
to study the characteristics of a per- 
sonality, one gives a name, which is 
in the nature of a final judgment, and 
no more thought is required. 

La Follette is called a * radical” by 
his enemies, and a “progressive” by 
his friends. To my mind he is neither. 
His friends call him “progressive” be- 
cause he has advocated legislation 
which is new to our American system 
of political thought. Of course, all 
that is new is not necessarily progres- 
sive. But Mr. La Follette’s program, 
while. new to America, is old to Fu- 
rope. Mr. Davis has pointed out with 
keen discrimination that the La Fol- 
lette proposal to subordinate the su- 
preme court to the parliamentary au- 
thority of congress is simply a reac- 
tion to the British system where par- 
liament is supreme. From this stand- 
point, Mr. La Follette is a “reaction- 
ary” instead of a “progressive.” His 
other proposal, which seems so radical 
to many—government ownership of 
railroads—might also be termed “re- 
actionary,” since it is a copying of 
the old-world governments, rather than 
a progressive proposal of something 
new. - 

Conservative vs. Progressive. 

Personally, I object very much to 

making an antithesis between “con- 


tle Paul: “Prove all things, hold fast 
to that which is good.” This is a 
description of an attitude of mind. 
rather than a legislative or social 
schedule. A “progressive’—-or what I 
would rather call a “liberal’’—is one 
who believes that we already have a 
great deal that is good but at the 
same time he has an abiding faith 
that there is a best, for which we 
would sincerely search. In this mood 
of open-mindedness he is ready to test 
hoth the old and the new, and having 
made his decision, “holds fast to that 
which is good.”

“EXyvery day we face new problems 
involving the opportunity of the hu.

sponsibility. We cannot allow’ the 
development of men to be circumscrib- 
ed by ancient formulas.

If each grain that is 
planted yields an hundred-fold, a few 
generations will suffice to provide 
bread for any number.

Armistice Day and Fallacies 
Concerning War

The churches are called upon to 
make recognition of Armistice day, 
and either on that day or the Sunday 
preceding to have such exercises as 
strengthen ‘the sentiment for 
world peace. 

It may be well to notice some of the 
popular fallacies in defence of war. 

‘There is the false conception of mili- 
tary glory. Aside from the question 
of the reasonableness of pacifism, the 
primary lesson that some people need 
to learn ig the wretchednessand wick- 
edness of war. The halo must be 
stripped from its iron brow. 

A young English officer early .in 
the war wrote: 

“It is hideously exasperating to 
hear people talking the glib common- 
places about war and distributing 
cheap sympathy to its victims. Per- 
haps you are tempted to give them a 
picture of leprous earth, scattered 
with the swollen and blackened 
corpses of hundreds of young men. 
The appallling stench of rotting car- 
rion, mingled with the sickening smell 
of exploded lyddite and ammonal. 
Mud-like porridge, trenches like shal- 
low and sloping cracks in the por- 
ridge—porridge that stinks in the sun. 
Swarms of flies and bluebottles clus- 
tering on pitsof offal. Wounded men 
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Besides convincing His 
limitations, Jesus demonstrated His 
sympathy for those who tbrcnged to 
hear Him. 

Tolstoy declared that sympathy was 
the world’s greatest need. and adyo- 
cated bread Jabor—that is, the pro- 
ducing by one’s own hands of the food 
that one eats—as a means of keeping 
one in sympathy with those who toil. 

He says that it is not sufficient to 
have toiled in the past, but necessary 
to continue to toil. He insists thar 
we first put the drudgery of life upon 
others, and then look down upon them 
because they do what we do not want 
to «lo. 

Whether the Russian philosopher 1s 
entirely correct or not, it is certainly 
true that sympathy is one of the

Sims, U. S. N., at the annual dinner 
of the Albany Medical College Alumni 
association said on June 18, 1922: “If 
we have another war and if we are at- 
tacked we'll use gas... and we won't 
care how, when or why.’

Well might our American 
general say that ‘war is hell.’ In the 
light of the facts can anyone deny 
that war is intrinsically and inevitably 
destructive of human life, the most 
priceless thing upon this planet?”

After all our war aims, our 
proclamations, our protestations of 
high motives and ends, what in reatity 
has the last war settled? It was a 
“war to end war.” Did it in fact end 
war, or start a score of lesser con- 
flicts and sow the dragon’s teeth of as 
many future wars in a “peace of vio- 
lence ?”’ 

Napoleon said, “I doubt if war ever 
really settled anything. 


world the more I am convinced of the 
inability of brute force to create any- 
thing durable.” 

The war was fought “to protect 
womanhood.” Was it a ghastly jest 
that after millions of women slain by 
war, famine and pestilence, and an 
unnumbered multitude violated, there 
were left five million war widows, 
ten million refugees and nearly twen- 
ty million women who could have no 
home of their own because that num- 
ber of men were dead? 

There ig the false argument that 
fighting armies are analagous to a 
police force. This is taken up by peo- 
ple as a repetition and who only think 
they are thinking when they are rear- 
ranging their prejudices. 

A police force is in opposition to a 
man or group of men who disobey law, 
whereas in our present situation the 
nations engage in a free-for-all fight 
when there is no international law or 
regulation or agreement. It is not a 
question of superior nations suppress- 
ing the acts of violence of a criminal

The Two Sides. 


In war our side is wholly right and 
the other side wholly wrong. This is 
the fallacy which always bas for its 
support a propaganda of lies. We 
confess now that we were grossly de- 
ceived in the late war. 


A modern writer correctly says: 

“We cannot successfully run a mod- 
ern war if we tell the truth, the whole 
truth and nothing but the truth. We 
must always carefully suppress two 
sets of facts: all generous statements 
about the foe and all unfavorable re- 
ports about ourselves and ‘our glori- 
ous allies.” We cannot induec mento 
go out and slay millions of their 
brother men and fellow Christians un- 
less we deceive them by propaganda. 
Frederick the Great said, ‘If my sol- 
diers would really think, not one of 
them would remain in the ranks.’ 

“Our American correspondent, Will 
Irwin, in ‘Christ or Mars,’ tells us 
how, when Belgium was divided by 
the invasion, some hysterical German 
women who had seen things, or 
thought they had seen things, came 
in with wild tales regarding their 
countrywomen who had been violated 
and had their breasts cut off. This 
was good grist for the mill of German 
publicity and for four years the 
propaganda of allied atrocities filled 
their carefully censored press. Mr. 
Irwin also tells of a hysterical wom- 
an who came in with a report of a 
group of twenty Belgian boys who 
had their hands cut off. No such 
child or hand was produced, but this 
was good porpoganda, and for four 
years this kind of atrocity filled our 
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to find a single mutilated 
Belgian child and says, of course, he 
never found one.” 

Sir Philip Gibbs was man enough 
to come out with his recarnuation in 
“Now It Can Be Told,” and in numer- 
ous articles, with an apology. for his 
part in the campaign of deceit and 
suppression.

Prepared-| 
ness also necessitates the support of| 
a body of professional military and! 
naval men who are highly trained in| 
the art of destruction and whose en- | 
vironment tends to magnify in their! 
minds the place of armed force and to) 
decrease’ confidence in non-military 
meang of maintaining security and ' 
justice. These men exercise con-' 
siderable influence over national | 
policies. Preparedness is an integral | 
part of the war system and tends to be! 
self-perpetuating. Major General Sir 
Frederick Maurice says: “I went into 
the British army believing that 
you want peace you must prepare for 
war. lieve now that if you pre 
pare thoroughly for war you will get 
war.” 
Refutation of Falsehood. 

There is the prevalent fallacy that 
war is inevitable so long as human 
nature remains as it is. Every re- 
form and philanthropic. movement in 
history is a refutation of this false- 
hood. 

Lowell says; 

“Every man is the prisoner of his 
own date, the product of his own time. 
He does not live to himself and seldom 
thinks through to a conclusion inde- 
pendently.” He is unconsciously and 
overwhelmingly influenced by the 
mass mind around him and molded 
by his environment. To break away 
from the entire war system, to rise 
above the whole habit and method of 
retaliation relation, of settlement by 
force instead of reason, was contrary 
to my temperament and nature. 

Few have been able to clearly see 
with unprejudiced eyes the evils of 
their own time. The habitual seems 
the inevitable, the usual] seems justifi- 
able. Thus, for more than twenty cen- 
turies men had defended slavery from 
the time of Aristotle, who found it on 
his hands and wrote a philosophy to 
justify it, down to the saintly evan- 
gelist, George Whitefield, and the ma- 
jority of the ministers even in the 
northern states of America up to the 
time of Garrison. Acs is 1841 an 
American clergyman tc Say con- 
scientiously that he owned thirty of 
his fellow human beings and would 
wade through blood to defend his 
rights.

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“The history of duelling may also 


as human nature the same 
men will fight duels. Being what 
they are, men will always resent per- 
sonal insults and will be quick to fight 
in defense of their honor. It was said 
that the only way to abolish duelling 
is by changing human nature or by 
removing the causes of duels.

The fallacy abides that the Bible 

justifies war. This fallacy results 
from the failure to interpret the Bible 
as a progressive revelation. We find 
opinions concerning the 
righteousness of war recorded in the 
Oid Testament. The Bible is a pro- 
gressive revelation of God. Within 
its pages are evidences of growth in 
moral perception on the part of the 
Hebrew people. Should modern war 
be judged by the standard of the com- 
batants or by the vision of the 
prophets? Moreover, is the teaching 
of the Old Testament as valid for 
Christians today as the higher reveia- 
tion of the New Testament? 
Sherwood Eddy writes: 
“But today the church is awaken- 
ing. Humanity is being stirred. Jesus 
Chirst once crucified and long neg- 
lected, but still the eonscience of the 
race is reasserting His all to peace. 

“We maintain that war is un-Chris- 
tion. It is the antithesis of every- 
thing for which Jesus stood. The es- 
sence of Jesus’ message was love; the 
dominant motive of war is hate. Jesus 
teaches the infinite worth of per- 
sonality. Nothing cheapens or de- 
stroys personality so much ag war,

A dentist who does not agree with 
me that we may safely hang up the 
toothbrush and depend on proper diet 
and proper mastication and regulat 
visits to the centist or dental hyv- 
gienist for cleaning the teeth, sends 
an article entitle “Physical Culture 
for the Gingivae,’ by Paul R. Still- 
man, D: D. &., F. A. G D., F. A. 
A. P., but not K. K. K., which was 
published in a magazine called Oral 
Hygiene. My dentist friend partica- 
larly marks thig portion of Dr. Still 
man’s article: 

“The toothbrush was first devis.-4 
as a cosmetic agency.

“The toothbrush had not been in 
use very many years before it wag 
observed by dentists to be causing in- 
jury to the gingival tissues, and, in 
many instances. injury to the teeth 
themselves.

The 
should be hard, of sufficient length 
(11 mm.) to permit a 
bending, the bristle tufts 4 mm. from 
center to center lengthwise of brush, 
Six rows of three bristle tufts each, 
the brush 25 mm. long, the handle 
16.2 mm. (6 1-2 inches) long and 
curved toward the bristles, the neck 
of the handle constricted, the bristles 
trimmed shorter along the sides, 


The dentist is urged to demonstrete 
to the patient the technie of using 
the brush. The main idea ig pressure 
upon the gums, not friction of gums 
or teeth. The bristle should never 
be pointed at right angles to the 
gums, but at a tangent angle to the 
long axis of the teeth. The gums 
are blanched momentarily by the 
pressure. Immediately 
reaction follows, the gums being 
pinker. This reaction is short in dure 
ation at first, but becomes longer 
from day to day. Eventually the 
gums become healthy and vigorous 
and the teeth show by their better 
appearance (apart from cleansing) 
that they are better nourished. 

If we ate enough fruit, leafy vege. 
tables, whole cereals and cultivated 
the habit of cracking nuts with our 
teeth, perhaps—well, Dr. Stillman 
seems to be on the right track only 
he has the wrong implement, prophy- 
lactically speaking.

“It ig true that there are a number 
of points of similarity between the 
two. But the points of divergence are 
so numerous and fundamental as to 
destroy the value of any conclusions 
based upon analogy. There are fun- 
damental differences between war and 
the use of police. (1) The police 
function as neutral third parties for 
the purpose of restraining criminals 
and bringing them before a judicial 
body for trial and judgment. In war 
force ig used by the belligerent them- 
selves, no effort being made to bring 
evil-doers before a judicial body, each 
army acting as sheriff, judge, jury 
and executioner, usually under the 
sway of passion. (2) The police take 
action against the criminal himself; 
they do not kill his family and 
friends. Whereas war does not deal 
merely with ay men, but destroys 
multitudes of innocent people; in- 
deed, it does far more damage to the 
innocent than to the guilty. The po- 
lice of one city are not used against 
the police of another city.” 

Sherwood Eddy says: 

“The police is ideally, and in large 
measure actually, redemptive, while 
war is inherently and inevitably de- 
structive. The police exists to pro- 
tect life and property. It does not 
and cannot conquer other cities or 
countries, while the army is fully 
equipped for the maximum deetruc- 
tio of life and property. . 

“It should be pointed out, moreover, 
that the use of force in protecting a 
helpless woman from a big brute is not

A Child’s History of the World, by, 


V. M. Hillyer, author of “Child Train- 
ing,” ete. This is a book that should

Dr. Hillyer was born 
raised in Washington and gradu- 
ated from Harvard, and he has de- 
voted his adult years to the Calvert 
school of Baltimore, a really remark- 
able institution which specializes in 
the training of young children and 
which, besides its own day- pupils, 
teaches by correspondence. thousands 
of other pupils located in every one 
of the United States and in 22 for- 
eign countries.

Your state chairman 
of publicity is anxious to hear you 
talk about your home association es 
to what you are doing and what you 
are striving to do. Write her some 
time. This is one of your duties, too. 

Organization. 

Local—Each P.-T. A. should have 
a press chairman. 

District—Each district in county 
P.-T. A. should have a press chairman 
in charge of district. 

Duties. 

Local—First, see 
activity gets into the papers; second, 
“et well -vritten articles in magazines. 

District—First, keep in touch with 
all clubs in district: second, encourage 
clubs reporting publicity; third, try 
all clubs in the work. 
Working Plans. 

Local—First, get a club scrapbook 
for press notices; second, report num- 
ber of notices to your district press 
c irman; third, get in touch with 
editors of papers; fourth, get report- 
ers to come to meetings of interest 
to the public. Be ready to talk with 
them. 

District—First, notify clubs two 
weeks before state reports are due 
(time left to state chairman) ; second, 
keep these club reports; three, report 
them on state press ‘blank to your 
state press chairman.

son, Asheville’s bést known citizen, 
whom Cuthbert, Ga., people recall 
as the lad just a few years ago mak- 
ing more money out of a whistling 
parcher and newspapers than the 
local lawyers and bankers. 

“See L. B.,” in big, flashing let- 
ters of an electric sign 
overlooking: Pack square, 
the most conspicuous spot 
in North Carolina’s fa- 
mous resort, is the first 
thing that greets tourists to 
Asheville. And this 28- 
year-old wizard of 
building and land 
auctions, the first to 
erect a skyscraper in 
North Carolina, 
which in fact is the 
highest building east 
of the Rocky_moun- 
tains, due to its high 
site, didn’t have a 
cent ten years ago.

Nobody was afraid of that, 
and nobody has ever sold anything 
back to him. Older heads- would ask 
how it was possible for Jackson to 
read the future like that, especially in 
a city where the boom hadn’t quite 
started. That’s the thing they never 
understood, and don’t quite under- 
stand yet. Perhaps “L. B.” doesn’t 
quite understand that turn of his. 


NHEY .kept going to him and he 
kept buying more land and 
building more houses and _ selling 
them. He built fine homes for hm-

But just a game of building houses 
and selling them was not enough to 
satisfy the restless mind of this spec- 
tacular youngster. His name began 
to spread throughout the state, be- 
cause Asheville was drawing thou- 
sands who were buying summer 
places and investing in permanent 
homes.

his new skyscraper. 
With a main building

of Sodom and Gomorrah, 

says Dr. Melvin Grove Kyle, 

eminent archaeologist. In 

the following article he sets forth the 
results of the recent expedition which 
he led into the region of the Dead 
sea. The party discovered the first 
Scientific evidence of the actual exist- 
ence of the ancient cities which were 
destroyed by a rain of brimstone and 
fire at the time Lot’s wife, looking 
back, was turned into a pillar of salt. 

The expedition, according to Dr. 
Kyle, showed that the two cities were 
destroyed as described, and Dr. Kyle 
says the fate of Lot’s wife is scientifi- 
cally possible. 

The investigations of Dr, Kyle and 
his fellow explorers, accomplished in 
association with the American School 
of Oriental Research at Jerusalemi— 
investigations of outstanding histori- 
cal importance—met with 
denied to previous searchers because 
of recent developments in the study 
of ancient pottery. It is now possi- 
ble to determine the date of rulns

eighteen centuries before the Greeks 
defeated the Persians at Marathon. 

Dr. Kyle thoroughly explored the 
region of the Dead Sea, the lowest 
sheet of water in the world—a region 
in which civilization is said to have 
been established . by .Lot.. In_ this 
vicinity drilling for oil is now being 
carried on. According to Dr. Kyle 
the site of the cities which were de- 
stroyed by fire now lies under the 
rising waters of the Dead Sea. 

Searching for Sodom is not as 
simple a matter as it sounds. It is 
not enough to find some old ruin 
supposed to be 


these apparent miracles, was also a 
part of ou: task. The difficulty ot 
our work can be better appreciated 
when one remembers that Sodom and 
the Amorite civilization of its period 
existed half a millennium before the 
time of Moses or Tutankhamen. 
We were prepared for the most 
exhaustive investigations, Our. party 
included Dr. Albright, director of the 
American School of Oriental Research 
at Jerusalem; Prof. Alfred Day, 
geologist of Beyrout College; -Pere 
Eloise Mallon, an expert on flint and 
old. stone lore of the Holy Land; 
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othér rubbish into the valley, was 
found away on the highest. point of 
the isolated mountain on which the 
city stood. 


,.% these findings of ancient pote 

tery at Kerak led us to the dis- 
covery of the old Kir, so have the 
potsherds established for many other 
investigators authentic data concern- 
ing various periods of history. Arti- 
cles of iron and textile fabrics have 
rusted and rotted, but the potsherds 
have not perished. 

Old pots in Palestine indicate the 
ages from which they come as posi- 
tively as did Dolton and Limoges in- 
dicate the ages and stage of modern 
ceramic art in. Europe, Im the past 
twenty years the science of pottery 
has been carefully workeo out in con- 
nection with archaeological explora- 
tions. Now there is known very 


Sodom. That has 
been done a score 
of times. The 
search for those 
lost cities of the 
barbaric world, en- 
gulfed by the fire 
of the wrath of 
Jehovah and bur- 
ied for centuries 
under the desert 
many fruitless ex- 
peditions, into the 
land of Moab. 

Our first task 
was to establish 
upon indisputable 
evidence the Civ- 
ilization of the 
Early Bronze Age, 
the Abrahamic 
Age, in that region 
of the Dead Sea 
where Sodom was supposed to have 
existed. We then had to show 
that the long silence of Scripture con- 
cerning any subsequent. civilization 
there was, or was not, in accordance 
with the facts as shown by the mate- 
rial evidence. Having established 
these things we were.in a position to 
inquire where the ancient metropolis, 
Sodom, stood. 


The Biblical account of the de- 
struction of Sodom and Gomorrah 
states that it rained fire and. brim- 
stone from heaven upon the cities. 
It does not say where the sulphur 
came from nor how the fire - was 
kindled, nor what caused it to 
smoke up to heaven “‘like the smoke 
of a furn- 
ace;”’ nor 
whence 
came the 
salt which 
incrus ted 
one of the 
refugees 
who, like 
some at 
Pomp eil, 
loitered 
behind 
and was 
caught.

E went by motor to Kerak, 

around through eastern Moab 
by way of Es Salt and Amman. As 
far as Amman we followed the old 
Roman road; from Amman to Kerak 
we went by trail across the desert. 


It was a wild ride, up five thou- 
sand feet from Allenby’s bridge over 
the Jordan to the hill of Kerak, the 
old fortress and ancient Kir of Moab. 


At Kerak we found relics of Crusad- 
er, Arabic or perhaps Byzantine times. 
But also we found ahcient pottery on 
the east side of the precipice! But 
nobody ever built a city there! And 
then in a moment we knew.

There on the side of the preci- 
pice we found the remains of Kir, 
Then our query for the spring was 
instantly answered, for right before 
our eyes a well-worn path along the 
mountain side led to an_ excellent 
spring. Along that pathway was a 
cave and in the cave we found a tun- 
nel leading straight toward the site 
of the old Kir on the hill—a secret 
way to get water when the city was 
beleaguered. The High Place, which 
we supposed ‘had been swept with

definitely the pottery which belonged 
to the Early Bronze Age, 2500— 
1800 B. C., the Middle Bronze Age, 
1800—1600, and the Late Bronze 
Age, from 1600 to a more indefinite 
date. It was because of this recent 
development of the science of pot- 
sherds that the Xenia Seminary expe- 
‘dition was able to make the first real 
archaeological survey of the region of 
the civilization of Sodom arid Gomor- 
rah. 

But our objective was in the plain, 
not at Kerak. We changed to a 
muleteer pack and started down— 
5000 feet in a few miles. 

We had literally combed the plain 
for information. 


N identification of the ancient 

city of Zoar made by General 
Kitchener as being located at El 
Ubrous, far up in the foothills of the 
mountains of Moab, we found to be 
inaccurate. There was no water for 
miles around. A mountain fortress 
such as that at Ubrous might be lo- 
cated on a mountain, to guard -the 
caravan road, but the inhabitants of 
the plain dwelt near the water. All 


the heaps of ancient ruins are along 
the water course. 


But what might not be at the bot- 
tom of these heaps of ruins dotting 
the plain? Wehad to find out. Our 
Bedouin diggers went down to the 
virgin sand and gravel. We found 
not' a trace ‘of anything that went

yack within two thousand years 
yf the .time of Sodom. Here 
vas an exact parallel to the silence of 
Scripture concerning this region from 
the time of Abraham on. 


When our excavations, however, 


had led us as far as the shore of the 


Sea a real discovery awaited us. On 
the east side of the sea was a sub- 
merged forest extending in places 
about a mile out from th® shore. An- 
other submerged forest was along the 
western side of this lower end of the 
sea. These trees grew on dry land; 
certainly within a hundred years, 
probably less. 

Does it need an archaeologist to 
tell the reader what this means? The 
sea has been rising. There are other 
évidences, I have myself been making 
observations on the Dead sea for 
thirty-two years. _When | first saw 
the sea there was a beautiful island 
in the north end. In 1924 I passed 
cver that island in eight feet of water. 

We traversed the shore and came 
up the plain along the old Roman 
road, of which a branch runs down 
the Lisan, the tongue of land that juts 
out from the east and nearly cuts the 
seaintwo. Arabs still living in Kerak 
remember when camel caravans used 
to ford the sea at that point. When 
the sea had filled in enough at the up- 
per end, it ran over at this point and 
flooded the southern plain. 

All the time we were camped at 
Ghor Es Safi on this plain there had 


. been—glaring in the sunlight day by 


day—that great white mountain on 
the west shore; not so high as those 
back of it, but conspicuous because 
gleaming like a veritable mountain of 
salt. Yes, salt!. That is exactly what 
gleams and flashes there. We hired 
a motor boat at El Mezra, the port 
of Kérak on the sea, to cruise about 
that salt mountain. It is known as 
Jebel Usdum and consists of a strat- 
um of rock salt about 150 feet thick 
at the base. Between the layers, and 
running down over them from the 
top, is a marl mixed with pyre sul- 
phur. Lumps of it may be picked up 
far and wide over the plain. 

This salt and sulphur encrusts ev- 
erything in the neighborhood. A cer- 
tain pinnacle of the mountain in- 
crusted with it has been pointed out 
by the Arabs as Lot’s wife. That 
identification is only legend, but the 
incrustation shows exactly what hap- 
pened to the poor woman, reluctant 
to leave her home. Some people im- 
agine the whole story to be a myth. 
It is the simplest narrative of histori- 
cal fact. 


HE geologists, Wright and 
Blanckenkorn, while working 
here twenty years ago, found unmis- 
takable evidence of just such a catas- 
trophe as the Bible records. This 
is a burned out region of oil and as- 
phalt. The oil has collected again; 
in fact, they are now drilling for oil 
near Hebron. At some point in his- 
torical time, the date of which ge- 
ology cannot fix, something kindled 
the gases which accompany oil. There 
was an upheaval and then subsidence 
and the great stratum of rock salt and 
sulphur was ruptured. The salt and 
sulphur were carried, red hot, up into 
the heavens, from which fire and 
brimstone were rained upon Sodom 
and the whole plain and “all that 
grew out of the ground.” 
The whole region was blasted.

The Bible represents that civilization 
to have begun with the flight of Lot 
to the mountains of Moab, when he 
was afraid to stay longer-in Zoar. 


A few days before the discovery at 
Bab ed-Dra, a Moabite temple was 
found at Ader in the mountains east 
of the Dead sea. It is similar in 
construction to Solomon’s temple, 
only smaller and ruder. The pottery 
here dated this temple at the latter 
part of the early bronze age and the 
early part of the middle bronze age, 
1800-1600 B. C. Thus are con- 
firmed both the Biblical date for the 
tise of Moabite civilization and Ran}- 


conquest of Moab.

eses’ claim for its importance in his 
day, just before the Exodus. 

Coming down over the long cen- 
turies of silence to the present, we 
now know the burial of the dead and 
the worship of the gods by the peo- 
ple of the plain in the days of Abra- 
ham and before that time. The 
sparkling fresh water, fertile -fields 
and fig trees attest the richness of the 
plain in which the cities stood. The 
extensiveness of the cemetery at Bab 
ed-Dra and the size and strength of 
the fortress give a guarantee that 
more than sustains the Biblical refer- 
ences to the greatness of the metrop- 
olis of Sodom. 

The precisely typical character of 
the shrine with its seven sacred pillars 
puts this civilization exactly alongside 
the civilization of that age elsewhere 
in Palestine. For the date of all this 
we have the distinct pottery of the 
early bronze age, as conclusive as 
printed books are of the modern age 
of printing. The geologists, as we 
have seen, show us exactly what took 
place here in the elements of nature 
—the bed of rock salt mixed with free 
sulphur, rent and torn and uplifted. 
They. have shown us the oil field 
with its by-products of asphalt and the 
source of the gasses that ruptured the 
stratum and carried salt and sulphur 
into the heavens, and let them de- 
scend, red hot, sending up such a 
column of smoke as only hot asphalt 
can generate. The geologist cannot 
tell us the time of these events, but 
ihe Bible tells us that, and the pottery 
substantiates the Bible records.

ating surface. A broad basin sends 
up more steam than a narrow one, 
Since the days of Abraham and of 
Lot, and the city of Sodom, the great 


torrent of Jordan has filled in a delta 
at the upper end of the sea, equal to 
one-seventh of the evaporating sur- 
face of the sea. This caused the sea 
to rise until it could run over the 
southern end and submerge the plain 
where the ruined cities stood. 


For a long time the sea rose but 
little more, because it could still run 
over «nd spread out at the southern 
plain. About a hundred years ago, or 
less, it reached the higher ground 
around that edge and so the sea be- 
gan to rise again and, the delia still 
filling it, it has submerged the forest 
along the edges of the sea on the 
plain, as we have seen. 


There the cities destroyed by the 
fire are now hidden in their fallen 
estate by the merciful waters. Why 
just there? Because the metropolises 
of the world are at the junction of 
water courses. 
to suppose it different here on the 
plain? There at the heart of the 
devastation the water courses meet, 
and there the cities stood. Yonder 
on the edge of the mountain desert 
they buried their dead and worshipped 
their gods and built their great fort- 
ress to yuard the frontier north and 
east. 

That which will impress all who 
read this account, as it impressed all 
engaged in the researches, is the 
trustworthiness of the Biblical cities 
of ‘he plain. Moreover, this is but 
a single instance of the general course 
of such discoveries during the last 
hundred years.
